Rule 21 (6) of the Religious Institutions Custody of Jewels and valuables and documents and disposal rules framed 
under Section 116 (2) (XII) read with Section 42 of the H.R.&C.E. Act, empowers the Commissioner to approve the reports 
of appraisement of Jewels and Valuables relating to the other temples not having an Executive Officers in the cadre of Joint 
Commissioner, Deputy Commissioner and Assistant Commissioner.

"In exercise of powers contemplated under Section 13(2) of the H.R.&C.E. Act, 1959 and as permitted in the Government Order cited 
above, the Commissioner hereby delegates the power of approving the reports of appraisement of Jewels and Valuables relating to the 
other temples as mentioned under Rule 21 (6) of the Religious Institutions custody of Jewels, Valuables and Documents and 
Disposal Rules framed under Section 116 (2) (XIl) read with Section 42 of the H.R.&C.E. Act, to the Joint Commissioner 
(Verification) at Head Office”
